EDUCATION. 


-An act to provide for the attendance of 


children in the schools of this Common- 
wealth and making an enumeration of 
children for that purpose; also provicl 
ing compensation for the assessors mak- 
ing the enumeration, and providing 
penalties for the violation of this act 
approved the sixteenth day of May, 
Anno Domini one thousand eight 
hun- 


dred and ninety-five, increasing the aqc 
within which children shall be subject to 
its provisions to sixteen years, and male- 
ing certain exemptions, subjecting prin- 
cipals and teachers to certain penalties, 
conferring upon the directors or con- 
troller's power to designate schools for

The discussion of the subject of Com- 


pulsory Education at the late meeting of 
the School Directors' Association and 
the general interest since manifested in 
the subject give rise to a republication of 
the ACE as it was amended by Act ol 
July 12, ]897, as follows: 


SECTION 1 
That 
every 
parent, 


guardian or other person in this Com- 
monwealth, having control or charge of 
a child or children between the ages of 
eight and sixteen years, shall be requir- 
ed to sand such child or children to a day 
school in which the common English 
branches are taught, and such child or 
children shall attend such school con- 
tinuously during at least seventy pei 
centum of the time in which schools in 
their respective districts shall be in ses- 
sion, which period of compulsory attend- 
ance shall begin at the beginning of the 
school term, or at a time fixed by the 
board of directors or controllers when 
they meet to organize, unless such child 
or children shall be excused from such 
attendance by the board of the school 
district in which the parent, guardian or 
other person resides, upon the presenta- 
tion to said board of satisfactory evidence 
showing such child or children are pre- 
vented from attendance upon school oj 
application to study, by mental, physical 
or other urgent reasons; 
Provided, 


That this act shall not apply to any child 
between the ages of thirteen and sixteen 
years that is regularly engaged in any 
useful employment or service: Provid- 
ed, That in case there be no public school 
in session within two miles of the near- 
est traveled road of any person within 
the school district, he or she shall not be 
liable to the provisions of this act: Pro- 
vided, That this act shall not apply to 
any child that has been or is being other- 
wise instructed in English in the common 
branches of learning for a like period of 
time: And provided further. That any 
principal of any private school or educa- 
tional institution, or any teacher giving 
private instruction, shall report as pro- 
vided in section five (5) of this act, and 
shall furnish monthly to each child un- 
der his care, or to its parents or guardi- 
an, a certificate duly signed that such 
child has been or is being instructed as 
provided by this act, which certificate 
shall be sufficient and satisfactory evi- 
dence thereof. 


SECTION 2. That section two of eaid 


act which reads as follows : 


'Section 2 Por every neglect of duty 


imposed by the first section of this act, 
the person in parental relation offending 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, upon conviction thereof, before a 
justice of the peace or alderman, forfeit 
a fine not exceeding two do) I arson the 
first convictinn,-apd a fine not. exceeding 
flve dollars for each subsequent convic- 
tion : Provided, Upon conviction the de- 
fendant or defendants may appeal to the 
court of quarter sessions of the peace of 
the proper county within thirty days, 
upon entering into recognizance with one 
surety for the amount of fines and costs: 
Provided however, That before such 
penalty shall be incurred, the parent, 
guardian or other person liable therefor, 
shall be notified in writing by the secre- 
tary of the school board, or by the at- 
tendance officer, if there be one, of such 
liability, and shall have opportunity by 
compliance with the requirements of 
this act then and thereafter to avoid the 
imposition of such penalty. The fines 
provided by this act shall, when collect- 
ed, be paid over by the officers collecting 
the same into the county treasury of the 
respective counties, for the use of the 
proper school treasurer of the city 01 
school district in which such person con- 
victed resides, to be applied and account- 
ed for by such treasurers in the same 
way as other moneys raised for school 
purposes; such fines shall be collected 
by a process of law similar to the collec- 
tion of other fines," be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows : 


Section 2 For every neglect of duty 


imposed by the first section of this act, 
the principal teacher or person in parent- 
al relation offending shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction 
thereof before a j ustice of tbe peace or 
alderman, forfeit a fine not exceeding 
two dollars on the first conviction,'and a 
fine not exceeding five dollars for each 
subsequent conviction : Provided, Upon 
conviction the defendant or defendants 
may appeal to the court of quarter ses- 
sions of the peace of tbe proper county 
within thirty days, upon entering into 
recognizance with one surety for the 
amount of fines and costs: Provided 
however, That before such penalty shall 
be incurred, the parent, guardian or 
other person liable therefor, shall be no- 
tified in writing by the secretary of the 
school board, or by the attendance offi- 
cer, if there be one, of such liability, and 
shall have opportunity by compliance 
with the reqniiementa of this act then 
and thereafter to avoid the imposition of 
such penalty. The fines provided for by 
this act shall, when collected, be paid 
over by the officers collecting the game 
into the county treasury of tbe respec- 
tive counties, for the use of the proper 
school treasurer of tbe city or school dis- 
trict in which such person convicted re- 
sides, to be applied and accounted for by 
such treasurers in tbe same way as other 
moneys raised for school purposes; such 
fines shall be collected by a process of 


law similar to the collection of other 
Sties. 


SKCTION 3. That section three of said 


act which reads as follows: 


"Section 3. If deemed necessary for 


the better enforcement of the provisions 
of this act, boards of school directors or 
school controllers in cities, boroughs and 
townships, may employ one or more per- 
sons to be known as attendance officers, 
whose duty it shall be to look after, ap- 
prehend and place in such schools as tbe 
person in parental relation may desig- 
nate, truants and others who fail to at- 
tend school in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. The persons appoint- 
ed snch attendance officers shall be en 
titled to such compensation, not exceed- 
ing two dollars a day, as shall be fixed 
by the boards appointing them, and such 
compensation may be paid out of tbe 
school fund ; boards of school directors 
or controllers may set apart school 
rooms in public school building for chil- 
dren who are habitual truants or who 
ara insubordinate or disorderly during 
their attendance upon instruction in the 
public schools," be and the same is here- 
by amended to read as follows : 


Section 3. Boards of school directors 


or school controllers shall in cities, and 
may in boroughs and townships, employ 
one or more persons to be known as at- 
tendance officers, who shall have full 
power and whose duty it shall be to look 
after, arrest, apprehend and place in 
such schools as the person in parental 
relation or the board of directors or con- 
trollers may designate, truants and 
others who fail to attend school in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act. 
The persons appointed such attendance 
officers shall be entitled to such compen- 
sation, not exceeding two dollars a day, 
as shall be fixed by the boards appoint- 
ing them, and such compensation may 
be paid out of the school fund ; boards 
of directors or controllers of any school 
district, or of two or more districts joint- 
ly, may establish special schools for chil- 
dren who are habitual truants, or who 
are insubordinate or disorderly during 
their attendance upon instruction in the 
public schools, apd may provide for the 
proper care, maintenance and insoructiori 
of such children in such schools. Before 
such penalty shall be incurred by snch 
child, the parent, guardian or other per- 
son in parental relation to tbe child shall 
be notified in writing by the secretary of 
the school board, or by the attendance 
officer if there be one, and shall have an 
opportunity to be heard ; such person in 
parental relation may elect to have sucb 
child cared for and maintained at bis 
own expense in a private school, orphans' 
home or similar institution where tbe 
common English branches are taught. 
If such person in parental relation to 
such child shall not elect to care for and 
maintain such child in such private 
school, nor consent to his care, mainten- 
ance and matruction in tbe public special 
school, then such conduct of the child 
shall be deemed disorderly conduct, and 
the child may be proceeded against as a 
disorderly persons and upon conviction 
thereof shall be sentenced to such special 
school for a term not exceeding the re- 
mainder of the school term in his dis- 
trict, subject to parole for good conduct 
by tbe authorities of such special school 
after four weaks attendance. Such speci- 
al schools shall be conducted with a view 
to the improvement and to the restora- 
tion, aa soon as practicable, of such child 
to the school or institution elsewhere 
which be may be lawfully required to at- 
tend. The board of directors or control- 
lers of any city or school district not hav- 
ing such special school, may contract 
with any other city or district having 
such school for the care, maintenance 
and instruction therein of" children whom 
such boards of directors or controllers 
might require to attend sucb school if 
there were one in their own city or dis- 
tiict. 


SECTION 4. That section four of said 


act which reads as follows : 


' Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 


assessor of voters of every district, at 
tbe spring registration of voters, or as 
soon as possible thereafter, to make, in 
asubstantial book provided by the count} 
commissioners for that purpose, a cateful 
and correct list of all children between 
the ages of eight and thirt jen years with- 
in bis district, giving tbe name, age and 
residence of each, and whether in charge 
of a parent, guardian or other person, 
together with such other information as 
may be deemed necessary, which enumer- 
ation shall be returned by the said asses- 
sor to the county commissioners of the 
county in which the enumeration is 
made, whose duty it will be to certify it 
to the secretary of the proper school dis- 
trict, who sball immediately furnish tbe 
principal or teacher of each scnool with 
a correct list of all children in bis or her 
district who are subject to the provisions 
of this act. And tbe said assessors shall 
be paid a per diem compensation for 
tbeir services, a sum equal to tbe com- 
pensation paid under existing laws for 
assessors of election, said services 'not to 
exceed ten days," be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 


assessors of voters of every district, 
when not notified and directed to the 
contrary by the school board, at the 
spring registration ot voters, or as soon 
as possible thereafter, to make, in a sub- 
stantial hook provided by the county 
commissioners for that purpose, a care- 
ful and correct list of all children be- 
tween the ages of six and twenty-one 
years within bis district, giving the full 
name, date of birth, age, sex, nationali- 
ty, residence, sub-school district, name 
and address of parent or person in par- 
ental relation, and namo and address of 
the-employer of any child under sixteen 
years of age that is engaged in any reg- 
ular employment or service; 
which 


enumeration, after approval by the sec- 
retary of tbe eaid school district, shall 
be returned by the said assessor to tbe 
county commissioners of tbe county in 
which the enumeration is made, whose 
duty it will be to forward a certified copy 
ot the same to tbe secretary of tbe proper 
school district prior to July fifteenth of 
each year, who sball immediately fur- 
nish the principal or teacher of each 
school with acoriect list of all children 
in Lis or her district who are subject to 
the provisions of this act, and shall fur- 
nish a summary of such statistics to tbe 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
upon blanks provided by the State. And 
tbe said assessors sball be paid, out of 
tbe county funds, a per diem compensa- 
tion for tbeir services, a sum equal to 
tbe compensation paid under existing 
laws for assessors of election, said ser- 
vices not to exceed tea days: Provided, 
That prior to February flrst of any year, 
any board of directors or controllers of 
any school district may authorize such 
enumeration to be made by the attend- 


ance officers at the expense of the school 
district, and at times as they may direct: 
Provided further. That the attendance 
officers, if there be any, or the secretary 
of the school board, shall have power to 
add to this register the names of chil- 
dren within the prescribed ages whose 
names do not appear thereon. 


SECTION 6. That section five of said 


act which reads as follows: 


"Section 6 It shall be the duty of 


each teacher in the school district to re- 
port immediately to the secretary of the 
board of directors or controllers, and 
thereafter at tbe close of each school 
month, tbe names of all children on th 
list previously furnished by the secretar 
who were absent without satisfactor 
cause for five days during tbe month fo 
which the report shall bo made, when, 
It sball appear that any parent, guardia 
or other person having con'ro! of an 
child or children shall have failed I 
comply with the provisions of thin ac 
after due notification in writing as pro 
vided in section two, the secretary, o 
attendance officer, if there be one, in th 
name of the school district, shall procee 
against the offending party or parties i 
accordance with law by complaint befor 
any alderman or justice of tha peace 
Provided further, That if sufficient eaus 
be shown for the neglect of the require 
ments of this act, the cost of said pro 
ceedings sball be paid out of tbe distric 
funds uponaproper voucher approved by 
the board of directors or conlrollers " b 
and tbe same is hereby amended to read 
as follows:

five days without lawful excuse; when 
if it shall appear that any parent, guardi- 
an or other person having control of any 
child or children sball have failed to 
comply with the provisions of this act, 
after due notification in writing as pro- 
vided in section two, the secretary, or at- 
tendance officer if there be one. In the 
name of the school district, shall proceed 
against the offending party or parties in 
accordance with law by comp'aint before 
an alderman or justice of Ute peace. 
Provided further, That if sulHcieu t cause 
be shown for the neglect of the rf quire- 
men ts of this »ct, the cost of said pro- 
ceedings shall be paid out of the district 
funds upon a proper voucher approved 
by the board of directors or controllers.

When we remember the deep 
snows where they are aometimes block- 
ed, and the howling, freezing blast* 
which benumb them, so that they often 
(all and perish, then we can understand 
why the engineers' wives and trainmen's 
mothers don't go to bed such nights, 
jmt as if we could not bear to sleep if 
our dear ones were exposed to such 
weather. For years there was a fearful 
annual average of thirty thousand rail- 
way men who were wounded, crippled or 
killed in this country. It is v«rv hard 
to believe in such wholesale slaughter, 
nevertheless it ia terribly true. But we 
are glad to know that the safety appli- 
ances of air brakes and automatic coup- 
lers are already reducing the number of 
accidents, so it Is estimated two lives are 
saved every day, and also many handa 
and fiugera. A surgeon on one of the 
principal roads told me a few days ago 
that formerly he dressed and amputated 
thirty fingers and bands a week, and 
now he had only to perform one euch 
operation in about six weeks. 


Aa I write my mind goes to a dear 


Christian trainman who dispatched in 
tender words the news of the sudden 
death of a companion, and in aeven min- 
utes his foot was caught in a rail, while 
helping an injured switchman, and he 
waa crushed lifeless beneath a passing 
train. And among many other sad caaea, 
I recall the young railroader who waa 
walking with a lady, a mere acquaintance, 
on the track, when an express came rush- 
ing round the curve. He could have 
saved hia own life, but lifted her off in- 
stead, and fell under the wheels himaelf. 
You all recollect instances like these 
and your hearts have sympathized with 
the sore grief and desolation which falls 
upon many a railroad borne. 


Have we any idea of the wondrous 


generosity of the railroad men for each, 
other and for their families E An engi 
neer told me a little while ago that the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineeis 
since its organization had donated seven 
millions of dollars to their widows and 
fatherless children and the injured, crip- 
pled and sick engineers. Sometimes one 
of the killed may be behind iu bis Broth- 
erhood dues, even two or three hundred 
dollars, but the members of hia Lodge 
pay it up for him, so his family may re- 
ceive the insurance money. The train- 
men have paid two million dollars in the 
same way during the past two years, and 
the conductors and firemen are equally 
helpful. We find no such liberality else- 
where.

DEMANDS OF SPOILSMAN. 


A bill for the reform of the civil-ser 


Tlce law, which haa bean drafted by a 
special committee of Republican mem 
bers o£ the House of Representatives 
who are after the spoils, makes sweeping 
changes in the present system, the mos 
important of which is the establish men1 


of a five year tenure of office for those 
government employes who are brought 
within the terms of the bill. 


The measure limits the application ol 


the eivii-servioa system to the depart 
menta in Washington and to such other 
'localities where the total number of em 
ployes exceed 25. 
All appointees are 


commissioned Jor live years, with the 
power ot removal clearly regulated and 
rested in the appointing power. 


All persons now in the public service 


are to terminate their service Qva years 
,from the time that the act takea effect 
The measure recognizes the genera 
eligibility of these peraous for reappoiut 
ments. It includes in the civil-service 
postal clerks and letter-camera in office: 
having over ten employes, exclusive o 
subordinates. It limits the civil-service 
regulations to clerks whose compensa 
tion is from $900 to $1,800 per year, and 
includes as clerks, copyists, computers 
counters and draughtsmen. 


It is pointed out that the essantia 


idea of the foregoing bill is to taka ou 
of the civil service all responsible ant 
important offices, limiting it only tc 
clerks in Washington and certain largi 
cities, aud in these casea lixing a tenure 
or office of five years. The members o 
the special committee framing the bil 
are well pleased with their labors, saying 
that the original purpose of the civil ser 
rice has been retained and that its radi 
cil expansions have been cut off. 


THE FARCE OF CHINESE EXCLUSION 


In the January number of the

American Review the ineffectiveness o 
our "Chinese Exclusion L'lws" h very 
forcibly described by Col. J. Thomas 
Scharf, late United States Chinese in 
apeutoratthe port of Xew York. The 
Chinese, it is shown, enter the United 
States yearly in numbers much larger 
than official statistics indicate. 
Man; 


are smuggled across the waters of Ptige 
sound and along the Canadian boundary 
line. Thousands come in by way o! 
Mexico. 'Shiploads of Chinese, says Col 
onel Scharf, are landed along the gul 
coast. Vessels entering San Francisco 
from Chinese ports are, as a rule, tuann 
ed by Chinese crews, and many of these 
desert in order to remain in this country 
To be added are the 1 500 alleged "mer 
chants" admitted at Portland, Ore., ac 
cording to Colonel Scharf, by corrup 
custom officials at Sou a head and the 
hundreds coming in by way of Idaho 
and Montana on the strength of forgec 
certificates. The Astatic is elusive, an< 
his exclusion seems to be impracticable 


The statistics as to the number o 


Chinese in the United States are pro 
uounced wholly unreliable. In 1890, ac 
cording to the census, there were bu 
10V.47J of them here, or but '2 000 more 
than in 1880 
There is reason to believe 


that there were as many as UO 000 in 
1870, so that the later figures seems to 
be misleading. The Chinese, it is sng 
ge°ted, have a motive for concealing 
their numbers and do so, evading th< 
census taker. The cause of the ineffi 
ciency of our anti-Chinese laws is to be 
sought, perhaps, in their want of har 
mony with the American sense of natur 
al justice and fair play. The Chinese 
permit Americans—missionaries, bnai 
ness men and laborers—to enter China 
and it seems equitable not to return the 
favor. We admit other races, thougl 
evidently inferior. The sentiment of 
our people can hardly be said to sustain 
the exclusion 
policy actively.— Knllo

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7, 1SOS. 


Mr. XtcKinley's attempt to bluff the 


anti-civil 
strviee Republicans in the 


House into keeping quiet, by promising 
that he would modify the civil service 
rules as soon as the agitation ceased, was 
a flat failure. The fight on civil service 
began as soon as Congress reassembled 
Gov. Grosvenor even left his friend. 
Boss Hanna, who is fighting for his life 
at Columbus, in order to be in Washing 
ton to lead the assault on the civil ser- 
vice fort. And the antis are not conOn 
ing themselves to fciik. They have in- 
iroduced a bill in the House providing 
that only those government employes 
with salaries from $900 to $1,800, inclu- 
sive, and in places where there aro twen- 
ty-flve or more Federal employes shall 
be under the civil service law. 
The 


answers of three members vt the Cabi- 
net—Sherman, Gage and Wilson—to a 
Senate resolution are also in the nature 
ot a fusila'ie into Mr. McKinley's rear, 
«3 they each say that the rules might to 
be so modified as to exclude a number of 
places in each of their departments. 


The silver men in the Senate are show- 


ing signs of an intention to take the ag- 
greaiive. In line with that intention 
was a resolution offered In S >nator Tel- 
ler, declaring that all U. S. bonds are 
payable in sdver dollars, at the. option of 
the government. This is not a na ir idea 
The resolution offered by Mr. Teller is 
identically the same that w,is offered in 
the Senate nearly tiveuty ynara ago by 
the late Stanloy Matthews, of Ohio, and 
»t that time adopted.

Sugar Beets in Pennsylvania. 


Factory for .tl.ikiiiK Sngnr from Thorn Abo 


to bu JEitublisliMl. 


HAURI^HL'KG, 1'a., Dec. 31.—It has been 


decided to establish a big plant for tin 
manufacture of sugar from beeta iu thi 
city or Kiverton in 1S9S. The compau; 
will be capitalized at from $500,000 
t< 


$1,000,000, and considerable of the stock 
will be held by Eastern capitalists, al 
though local people uill be inteiested to a 
Uirp;e extent. The growing of eu^ir beet 
and the manufacture of sugar from the 
beeta \\ill probably be a big industry in 
this and surrounding counties before the 
year 1900. Tho?e interested in the enter 
prise aie pleaded with the results of the 
experiments made throughout the Cum 
berland Valley in 1S97. They prove tha 
beets us gund and even better than those 
raised in New York and other States can 
be grmvu in the richest limestone land o 
the Cumberland Valley. 


It is the intention to erecb a plant em 


ploying about 200 operatives and conaum- 
mg 400 tons of beets a day. The company 
will pay $4 a toirfor beet?. The average 
not profit per acre is from $10 to $12. 
This compares very favorably with oatsl 
wheat and corn. The results of the exper 
iments carried on at Bnualo this year have 
betni so encouraging that the farmers have 
guaranteed to raise l!,500 acres of beeta 
next year, and contracts have been let for 
the erection of a large factory in that city 
This plant will be in operation next fall. 
The experiments next season will be con- 
ducted within a radius of ten miles from 
hlarrisburg.

reen, and on the third in a medium pink. 
ror illuminating the building both gas and 
lectricity are provided.

ooms. Bach room has an open fireplace,

ons closets. The rooms may be used by 
e or two occupants, as preferred.

Would any of you, for $60 a year, take the 
abuse and cursing that he has taken, not 
to his face, Oh, no ! but be is cursed and 
called everything that is mean for doing 
his duty and asking to be paid for it. 
\ou will have to excuse me from any 
thing like that. 
We must have a Board of 


Health, gentlemen, and they have plenty 
of work to do. The Council should work 
\\ith them in making our town a healthy 
one. It cannot be denied that in the fall 
of 'flu the Board, through its secretary, Dr. 
Dickson, sanctioned by kind Providence, 
stayed what threatened to be an epidemic 
of diphtheria, there being as high as thirty 
cases at one time. All the money the 
Council has paid thus far would be as noth- 
ing compared with the broken hearts, to 
say nothing of the money cost to people 
if that disease had not been stopped. 1 
am not speaking to you as the secretary ol 
the Board of Health, but as a citizen. I 
once thought a little as you do, but I am 
not ashamed to admit that I was wrong."

Household Suggestions. 


Try sifted coal ashes for scouring pans 


and steel knives 


T& stop a leak, use yellow soap, whit- 


ing ind a little water. 


To remove grease stains from silk hats 


use turpentine and then alcohol. 


Kemember, the best liquid for cleaning; 


old brass is a solution of oxalic acid . 


Always roast fowls with the breast 


down. Why? Because the juices will 
then run into the breast. 


In case the water runs yellow, put 


some blueing into the boiler just prior to 
boiling the clothes. 


Wben acid of any kind gets on cloth- 


ing, spirits of ammonia will kill it. Chlo- 
roform applied, will restore the color. 


Vinegar may be strengthened by freez- 


ing it and then removit,;: the ice which 
forms on the surface, it being the water 
of the viuegar only that freezes. 


A small box filled with lime and placed 


ou a shelf in the pantry or closet, will 
not only absorb dampness, but keep the 
air in the closet dry and sweet. 


When making mince pies, the fat that 


rises to the top of the liquid in which the 
meat was boiled, may be skimmed off 
and utilized to good advantage in the 
place of suet. 


To prevent wooden bowls from crack- 


ing, immerse them in cold water, then 
set over the fire, bring to the boiling 
point and let boil an hour and don't 
take them out until the water has grad- 
ually cooled. 


If you have white marble and grease 


gets on it, apply a mixture of two parts 
washing soda, one part ground pomice- 
stone and one part chalk, all to be made 
into a paste after having been finely 
powdered. 
Rub this thoroughly over 


the grease spots, and anally wash off 
with soap and water. 


lu order to season glass aud chinaware 


to sudden changes of temperature, so 
that it will remain sound even after ex- 
posure to abrupt heat aud cold, first 
place it in cold water, set on the fire and 
gradually bring to the boiling point, and 
then allow it to cool very slowly, taking 
several hours in which to do it. 


It is well for us all to remember that 


sand or Hour sprinkled over burning 
grease or oil will extinguish the fire. A 
box filled with sand, and kept in a con- 
venient place, should therefore be fouud 
in every household, to be ready in case 
of necessity, and especially where lamps 
are generally used. Many a catastrophe 
may thus be averted. 


Fruit cake, if uufroateil, may be kept 


in earthen jars : otherwise, it is better to 
keep it iu tin. Cookies and snaps may 
ba put in covered earthen jars, aud, as 
further precaution, cloths should be em- 
ployed to exclude the air ; for cookies 
and the like, remember, diy very quick- 
ly. Provided the collar is not unusually 
damp, pies keep the best there, and es- 
pecially if there is a swinging shelf 01 
screened cupboard in which to put them' 
Doughnuts should have au earthen jar 
with cover, and one that is kept for them 
only. — FUED. O. Sim.KY in C''i'i>!ri/ 


Table Furnishings.

"set." There is au almost endless va 
riety of odd pieces for special dishes, 
which Good jfltui-ekec)ii>nj mentions as 
follows: 


Special dishes v. ith characteristic dec- 


orations are furnished for almost ever} 
article of food. Bread plates have a de 
sign of a folded napkin laid across the 
middle. Asparagus dishes look like the 
stalks of the plant, either in wickerwork 
design or in the form of oue-half of a 
large bunch of the vegetables as it ap- 
pears iu market. There are baskets for 
rolls, covered dishes for cheese, egg 
dishes, long, slender celery boats, sar- 
dine dishes with attached or independent 
trays, according to tasto. Platters have 
metal points upon which the game or 
roast may be impaled, for the convert 
ience of inexperienced or careless carvers 
and the absolute destruction of carving 
knives. 


Dishes for sauce are shown in various 


shapes. 
Those designed for the fish 


course are made in the shape of a fish. 
with one side hollowed out and the tail 
turned upward for a handle. Kegular 
gravy and sauce tureens and boats are 
made with attached or separate trays. 
Some of them have china ladles, but 
they are so fragile that nearly all house- 
keepers must resort to silver ladles soon- 
er or later, and the demand for those of 
china are decreasing. 


Large boats or fiat low dishes for floral 


decorations for the table are interesting 
They come in several sizes. Those very 
low and flat, not unlike a platter, with 
perpendicular rim, are the most conveni- 
ent. 
Bone dishes are larger than for- 


merly, and the demand is said to be in- 
creasing. 


CHEMICALS IN THK LAVNDRY. 


One of the safest chemicals is ammo- 


nia. Two tablespoonfuls of ammonia 
will be sufficient to soften four gallons of 
water. A small amount of washing 
soda, dissolved first in boiling water and 
stirred through a tub of cold water, will 
accomplish the same result, but when 
soda is used jn large quantities it will 
rot the strongest fabric. 
Uorax, though 


somewhat more expensive, is a safer 
article. It seems to have the power of 
starting the dirt. It is used extensively 
iu Holland and Belgium, aud the Dutch 
laundresses are among the most famous 
in the world. In this connection the 
Boston Cooking School Magazine gives 
the following directions : 


Half a pound of borax is sufficient to 


soften ten gallons of warm water. 
It 


cot only saves labor, but it saves soap. 
Dissolve the borax in the water. If the 
-water is soft, use only half the quantity 
of borax given. Shake out the soiled 
clothes loosely, rub soap on any espec- 
ially soiled spots and immerse them in 
the borax and water. After stirring 
them thoroughly let them lie overnight. 
In the morning lift the pieces out one by 
one and rub them on the board. Throw 
them into a boiler of cold water, in 
which a half pound of dissolved soap has 
been stirred. Let the clothes boil up 
once in the boiler, then lift them out 
and rinse them in cold water. Add a 
teaspoouful of borax to every gallon of 
water used in the rinsing.

Ponies of Iceland. 


THEY ARE MARV8LS OP STRENGTH AND 


ENDURANCE. 


If the camel is the ship of the desert, the 


Iceland pony is the cab, train, omnibus 
andiramcar of the wonderful country to 
which he belongs. To begin with he is 
a misnomer. He is not a pony, in the 
ordinary sense of the word ; he is a horse ; 
in bone and ainew, in strength and endur- 
anre, in manners and deportment — a horse 
in everything, in fact, except inches ; and 
a sober steady bard-working horse too. 
He is very "multum in parvo," a "concen- 
trated essence" of horseflesh. He can 
swim like a fish, climb like a goat and 
jump like a deer. He sticks at nothing, 
and takes every variety of travel — bog, 
lava bed, sand, bowlders and grass mounds 
— with undisturbed equanimity. 
It he 


has to ford one or two rivers, with strong 
currents flowing girth deep, it is all iu a 
day's work. Only give him time and peri- 
odical halts for refreshment, and he will 
do his fifty miles per day, and thrive upon 
it. 


Iceland ponies are bred in hundreds in 


the large grass plains in the southern dis- 
tricts of the island. Little or no care is 
taken in selection, so the breed remains 
unaltered and unimproved, the average 
pony standing from eleven and a half to 
twelve and a half bands, though here and 
there one will reach to nearly thirteen 
bands. Every variety of color is seen, but 
skewbalds of many shades are the com- 
monest. The chestnuts, as a rule, are the 
Guest, and the browns the hardiest. 
Beautiful cream colors, with light points, 
are not infrequent ; black is very rare, and 
roan also. Their paces are fast, consider- 
ing the size of the animal, a journey of 
thirty-six miles being often done in six 
hours or less, witb heavy baggage. They 
trot, canter and gallop, but the pace most 
esteemed by the natives is the amble or 
"skied," in which the fore and hind legs 
on a side are advanced simultaneously, 
giving a running action, very smooth to 
the rider. A good "pacer" is considered 
very valuable, and ofen sold for a high 
figure. Some of these ponies amble so 
fast that they keep ahead of another going 
at a hand-gallop, and they maintain the 
pace for a day's journey under a weight of 
eleven to fourteen stone. Iceland ponies 
are steady and fast in harness, though 
wheels are a comparatively new departure 
in their conntry. They travel mostly in 
strings, often tied head and tail. 
Hav, 


baggage and household goods are thus 
transported, and building materials also. 
You meet a "ticoburlestur," or timber 
team, of from eight to ten ponies, one 
carrying planks trailing on each side, 
another strips of iron, another bundles of 
tools ; a certain number of spare animals 
running loose, and not infrequently a foal 
or two. 


It is as rare to see a dead Iceland pony 


as a dead donkey, though their skulls are 
often visible, half trodden into the miry 
ways surrounding the farms. The pony 
begins work at six or seven years — hard 
work, that is to say. He is early appren^ 
ticed to his trade by following his mother 
at her avocations, and when he is footsore 
is strapped upon her back. He works well 
up to 20 years and over and often remains 
fairly sound to a ripe old age. He feeds 
on the fat of the land in summer, and in 
winter, if his owner is poor, must live on 
his wits and his stored condition. .Farm- 
ers who are fairly well off keep their ani- 
mals in during winter and feed them on 
hay ; but, notwithstanding, many of the 
ponies have a hard time of it. The Ice- 
landers, howsver, keep their steeds as well 
as their means allow, and treat them alto- 
gether in a brotherly fashion ; and the S. 
I'. 0. A. would seldom find scope for its 
activity, except, possibly, in the improve- 
ment of bitting and gearing. Taking it all 
around, the Iceland pony is certainly not 
less happy— very often far happier— than 
his bigger brothers in the south ; and bis 
endurance, placidity and docility make 
him a favorite in other lands besides his 
own, while fitting him for bis home duties 
in a manner which could not be surpassed, 
and must be tested to be fully understood.

NOVELTY FOR SMOKERS. 


Devotees of the pipe will bail with de- 


light a new discovery for the use of corn- 
stalk cellulose, now used in making the 
packing for battleships, vegetable ivory 
for billiard balls and imitation leather, 
paper and some kinds of enamel. 


The manufacturers of the cellulose say 


tbat a small portion of the substance 
placed in the bottom of a pipe will not 
interfere with the draft, bnt will absorb 
ihe nicotine in the tobacco and also cool 
the smo'ke, producing substantially the 
same effect that water does in the large 
Turkish and Persian pipes. 


No special preparation of the cellulose 


is necessary. 
AU that is necessary to 


make a portable nargile is to take a com- 
mon cornstalk, pee) ofl the outer bard 
covering and put a small portion of the 
pith, otherwise known as cellulose, in the 
bottom of the pipe.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune.
